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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: A general summary about the Applicants invention was discussed. 
Also, the security tokens in relation to a custom program that the receiving computer would need access to 
process/handle the message has been discussed. Limitations regarding the value type of the token and its 
corresponding stored value type were discussed and elaborated by the Applicant. As amended, it appears that the 
value type with regard to its custom property is not taught by de Jong, Further consideration by the Examiner is 
needed to determine whether de Jong still teaches the limitations with regard to the custom property.
